The Soviet Government publica- 
tion “Seviet Weekly” said the agree- 
ment calls for the installation of a

Egypt and Israel with reactors for 
peaceful purposes earlier this year, 
but this offer appears to have been 
shelved because of the controversy 
it created. 

The Sovlet commitment, along with 
other projects Moscow promised 
to carry out in Egypt, was seen by 
Middle East experts as a deliberate 
move to pave the way for the 
restoraticn of close Russo-Egypuian 
relations, They said this is to be 
formalized when Communist Party 
Secretary Genera!

Consumer 
group moves 
against Ampa

Council announced yesterday it «885 
begun legal proceedings against 
Ampa,.an Amcor -subsidiary, ‘for 
that company’s failure to observe 
Post-devaluation price controls. 

Mr. Moshe Shahal, MK, head of 
the government-sponsored consum- 
ers panel, said an Ampa agent in 
Netivot had received advance 
ment for a refrigerator, but follow- 
ing the devaluation, the consumer 
was asked to add another IL750 
to the IL3,700 he had already paid. 

According to Mr. Shahal the price 
rise contravened an agreement made 
by Ampa with the government, in 
which Ampa agreed not to raise 
prices on products for which the 
company had already received the 
full pre-devaluation price. Mr. Sha- 
bal claimed the manager of Ampa 
told the Consumers Council that 
this agreement did not cover sales 
made by the company’s agents. 
Presumably, the agent had received 
the 113,700, but failed to convey 
the money to the company before 
the devaluation. The agent has also 
been named in the auit. 


LACK OF GUIDELINES 


Mr. Shahal added that many such 
cases have been presented to the 
Consumers Council. He said these 
difficulties have arisen due to a 
lack of clear procedural guidelines. 
He called for the establishment of 
a “devaluation committee’ to set 
guidelines in the future. 

Maya Tabori, manager of the 
council, recommended that con- 
sumers who are asked to pay more 
even though they have already paid 
the full pre-devaluation price should 
Pay the additional amount “under 
protest.” When the courts or the 
Government have settled the Ampa 
“test-case,” customers will then 
know precisely where they stand 
and what they can do. 

Ampa workers on Sunday held 
@ partial strike in a bid to get 
higher travel-allowance benefits.

Golda at London rally draws 8,000

UONDON. — Israel will not give 
up its right to defend itself from 
Arab aggression to keep Middle 
East oil flowing to the West, former 
Prime Minister Golda Meir said on 
Sunday night. 

“If it 15 a question of volunteering 
to give up the right to cur existence 
in order that other people may be 
warm and have economic prosperity, 
I think people should know we 
shall not," she said at a rally or- 
ganized by the British Zionist Fede- 
ration in London's Royal Albert 
Hall. The rally, attended by some 
8,000 persons, started 40 minutes 
late because of stringent security 
checks. 

“Israel will not allow terrorism, 
barbarity and injustice to rule us 
out of our natural right to sover- 
eigoty ' and liberty,” Mrs. Meir 
added. 

She gaid Israel was bitter over 
the recent UN resolution on Pales- 
tine after the admission and re- 
cognition of Yasser Arafat.

Katzir: ‘Let 
world worry’ 
about Israel’s 


nuclear potential 


President Ephraim Katzir told 
visiting American and Evropean 
science writers on Sunday that Is- 
rael has nuclear potential, and noted 
that this should be of concern to the 
world. 

The Hebrew-language ‘Ma’ariv” 
afternoon paper reported yesterday 
that Mr, Katzir had made the re- 
mark in reply to a question posed 
by one of the writers attending a 
reception for them at Beit Hanassi 
in Jerusalem. 

The mewsman asked the President 
whether Israel's nuciear potential — 
Israel has had two reactors, one 
near Dimona and one in Nahal 
Sorek, for more than a decade now 
—was not a matter for concern. 

Mr. Katzir was reported as reply- 
ing: “Why should it worry us? — 
let the world worry about it.” 

The President refused to say when 
this nuclear potential could be realiz- 
ed, noting that the forim was hard- 
ly appropriate for the divulging of 
such information. 

Clarifying Mr. Katzir's comment 
later yesterday, the President's Of- 
fice in Jerusalem said he had been 
referring “to the general potential 
in Israel of scientists and general 
scleatific-technological experience 
that objectively could be implement- 
ed if Israel so desired.” 


The statement said Mr. Katzir 
“reiterated past cements to 
the effect that Israel will not be the 
first to introduce nuclear weapons 
in the area." 

News of Israel's nuclear potential 
made headlines last June when 
then-President Richard Nixon pro- 
mised atomic aid to Egypt and 
Israel during his Middle East tour. 

A communique issued at the time 
recognized Israel's intention to pur- 
chase reactors from the U.S. for 
use as atom power plants. It said 
both countries “will in the current 
month (June) reach provisional 
agreement on the further sale of 
nuclear fuel to Israel.” 

A report from Washington later 
said Israel balked at American. 
terms for suppl nuclear techno- 
logy since it would involve controls 
to prevent the proHferation of ato- 
mic weapons,

LAWS OF unparalleled peacetime 
severity were rushed through the 
House of Commons after the recent 
IRA bombings. 

Britain has had nothing like them 
on the statute book since the end 
of World War I. They reflect ac- 
curately the mood of public fear and 
anger, and were a political necessity 
at a moment when feeling ran so 
high that there was a real danger 
that widespread vengeance would be 
exacted from innocent Irish people 
living In Britain, There are rough- 
ly 110,000 Irish people in Birming- 
ham alone, one in 10 of the city’s 
population. 

Under the new law the police 
will be able to arrest ter- 
rorists, without warrant, hold them 
at first for 48 hours without charg- 
ing them, and then for a further 
five days with the Home Secre- 
tary’s approval in order to interro- 
gate them and investigate their 
backgrounds. Powers to prevent sus- 
pect Irish people coming into Britain 
and expel those already here have 
been greatly increased, and it is 
an offence to wear paramilitary uni- 
forms. If the IRA changes its name 
and appears in another guise, it 
will be banned under whatever title 
it chooses. 

The Jenkins laws, which haye to at 
Teast be renewed every six months, 
will be a boost for bewildered public 
morale.In practical terms they may 
be of less value. Special powers 
have long existed in Northern Ire- 
land and the Irish Republic with- 


nisations are already pouring scorn 
on their effectiveness. “ the 
IRA has never harmed anyone here,” 
said a Belfast sympathiser. 

Civil Uberty crusaders say that 
emergency powers make the fighting 
of terrorism more difficult. The Na-

WASHINGTON (AP). — Defendant 
John Ehbrichman's lawyer yester- 
day asked that the Watergate cover- 
up trial be recessed over the Christ- 
mas holidays in hopes that the de- 


lay would make it possible to ob- day 


tain testimony from former Presi- 
dent Richard Nixon. 

Hhrlichman'’s lawyer, .William 
Frates, proposed to U.S. District 
Judge John Sirica that the jury be 
sent home on December 23 or 24 
and then return next month in time 
for Nixon to give a deposition at 
his estate in San Clemente, Call- 
fornia. 

‘Three court-appointed doctors said 
on Friday that complications from 
the phlebitis in Nixon's left leg 
would prevent him from giving even 
- limited trial teatimony by deposition 
until January 6. 

‘Even then, the doctors. said, the 
questioning should be limited to two 
one-hour sessions during each day 
of testimony. 

Sirica indicated he was conaider- 
ing sending the jury home over the 
holidays. The judge said that, if 
all defence lawyers agree to the 
proposal, they should waive any 
complaints about damage to their 
defendants’ rights in writing. 

Sirica said he could also simply 
keep the jury sequestered in a 
downtown Washington motel until 
Nixon has recovered sufficiently to 
answer questions. nr, 

Making his proposai to Sirica in 
open court, Frates said concluding 
the trial without Nixon's testimony 
“would leave a really big hole in 
this case.” 

Meanwhile, prosecutors were set 
to cross-examine H. R. Haldeman 
on his testimony that he never or- 
dered the Central Intelligence 
Agency to halt the early investiga- 
tion into Watergate.

— The Government 
yesterday said Kuwait has pur- 
chased 14.6 per cent of the stock 
ot Daimler-Benz. The Economics 
Ministry statement ended a week- 
end of speculation as to which oil- 
producing country has bought its 
way into the makers of Mercedes 
automobiles. 

A Ministry spokesman said the 
purchase would not give Kuwait a 
voice in running the business. 

Reports in Arab newspapers over 
the weekend identified ἴσα as the 
buyer. 

Economic sources have estimated 
the value of the transaction is 
3,000m. German marks or $400m. 

Daimler-Benz produces Mercedes 
cars, trucks and buses. Last year 
it was second behind Volkswagen 
in total sales with a turnover of 
15,400m. marks — $5,700m. — and 
a profit of $102.6m. 

The stock was sold by the Quandt 
group, a German holding company 


ἢ controlled by Herbert’ Quandt and 


the heirs of his late brother. On 
Friday, the group issued a formal 
statement confirming it sold a 
major part of its 14-15 per cent 
minority share in the automotive 
company to a “foreign party." 
While insisting that Ponn neither 
welcomed nor condemned what was 
essentially a “private enterprise 
affair," a spokesman for the Eco- 


nomica Ministry said it would ex-- 


pedite a draft law to require West 
German firms to report pending 
transactions involving foreign stock 
purchasers. 

The spokesman, Dieter Vogel, said

new Daimler-Benz shareholder in a 
telephone call yesterday from Juer- 
gen Ponto, a member of the board 
of the Dresdner bank. 

Ponto, according to the spokes- 
man, assured the Minister that 
Kuwait made the purchase from the 
Quandt holding group as a “‘capital- 
gains investment” and had no inten- 
tion of interfering in the manage- 
ment of West Germany's second- 
largest automobile company, which 
produces Mercedes cars, trucks and 
buses. 


Arab oil states 
to replace U.S. 
Unesco share 


BEIRUT (UPI). — Arab oil min- 
isters have decided to offer $16m. 
to the UN Educational, Scientific 
and Cultural Organization (Unesco) 
to make up for the amount the U.S. 
js withholding from the organiza- 
tion, papers reported here yester- 


The reports said the oil ministers 
took the decision at a meeting of 
the 10-Hation Organization of Arab 
Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(Oapec) Ministerial Council in Bah- 
rain on Sunday. 

The U.S. Congress voted to with- 
hold its $16m. contribution because 
at a recent meeting in Paris, Unesco 
voted to suspend Israel's member- 
ship. Oapee sources said Unesco 
would be officially informed of the 
Arab gesture once the share of 
each Arab oil-producing nation has 
been defined.

BILAT. — October was a record- 
-breaking month for the Port of 
Hilat. Freight, passing through the 
Port totalled 128 thousand tons, 4 
rise of 42 per cent over the pre- 
vious record month — March 1978 


"|—~ and a growth of 96.9 per cent 


over the monthly aaverage of 1972/. 
78, when the largest freight move- 
ment through the Port was recorded. 
(Of course 1978/74 was a bad year 
for the Port because of the October 
War and. the subsequent blocking 
of the Bab-el-Mandeb Straits, which 
effectively closed the Port for al- 
most two months.) These record 
figures were given to the Press last. 
week by the Manager of the Port, 
hud Hajar, who pointed out that 
they were the result of special ef- 
forts made recently in the Port and 
in spite of the still severe short- 
age of man-power. This growth in 
freight, he said, was one of the 
factors of the current congestion in 
the Port. . : 

The freight that showed the larg- 
est growth was in phosphates (in 
bulk) — some 38,000 tons — an in- 
crease of 13 times the monthly 
average in 1972/73; fertilizers (in 
bulk) — some 29,000 tons — ap in- 
crease of 45 per cent and metals

Oil may cost more after price ‘cut’ 


KUWAIT. — 
THE OIL-PRODUCING countries in 
the Persian Gulf are preparing a 
dubious Christmas present for con- 
sumers. At their next meeting in 
the middle of this month, the pro- 
ducers are going to announce a. 
1975 price schedule which will look 
like a reduction. But in fact, the 
new arrangements will probably 
mean an increase in prices — cer-

NOW THAT THE MANDATE of the 
U.N. Disengagement Observer Force 
(Undof) on the Golan front has been 
extended for a second six-month term, 
the Israel-Arab conflict enters a new 
diplomatic phase, The probable return 
of the Soviet Union into the Middle 
East picture, after 2 year of exclusive 
American activity in the region, is now 
likely to be the most significant fea- 
ture of the scenario. 

The new diplomatic phase appears. to 
have emerged in- the shadow of dis- 
sension rather than of detente between 
the United States and the Soviet Union 
as far as the Middle East is concerned. 
Although the two super-powers agreed at 
their recent Vladivostok summit that the 
UN. Security Council Resolution 338 of 
October 22, 1973 should remain the basis 
of a Middle East political settlement, they 
remain in conflict over the question of 
approach. 

The fact that Soviet leader Leonid Brezh- 
nev is going to Egypt and Syria in mid- 
January on the heels of U.S. Secretary of 
State Henry Kissinger’s renewed contacts 
im the area fs likely to teke the Middle 
East into a decisive stage over the next 
six weeks. The question will be whether 
the Soviets will reconcile themselves to a 
possible Arab agreement to a continued 
step-by-step Kissinger approach or whether 
they will persuade the Arabs into reject- 
ing this kind of diplomacy and insist on 
an early reopening of the Geneva Middle 
East conference, where the Russians func- 
fion 89 co-chairmen with the Americans. 


The Soviet position may well determine - 


whether by next month the Middle East 


will be heading towards a nolitical settle- 
ment or a fifth war. 


Events in the next few weeks are likely 
to depend rather heavily on the new 
peace efforts on which Kissinger has just 
embarked, The Secretary of State is sche- 
duled to meet Foreign Minister Yigal Al- 
lon in Washington next Monday in an ap- 
parent attempt to foster further relaxa- 
tion on the Egyptian and the Syrian 
fronts.
